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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt is acknowledged of the IDS field on October 31, 2003. 
Claims 1 -1 0 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Applicant Admitted Prior Art. 

With reference to Figure 1 , page 3, 2 nd and 3 rd paragraph, Applicant disclosed that by 
removing 4-6mils (D1) from the top surface 15 of porous substrate 6, a pore count of 
100 to 325 is obtained. 

From Figure 1 admitted as Prior Art, it is inherently clear to one skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made that a higher pore count would have been obtained if only a 
distance D2 of .5 to 1 .5 mils are removed from the top of surface 15. And thus a lower 
surface roughness is obtained or a smoother surface is obtained because of more pores 
present. Please note the test result would have been expected. 
Regarding to claim 10, the step of conditioning a polishing pad during or after polishing 
a wafer is a well-known procedure in order to refurbish the condition of the polishing pad 
to obtain a uniform polishing condition. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 9 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sevilla et al.'532 and '968 all disclose porous polishing pad with 
surface roughness between 1-50 micrometer, pore volume from 15-70%. Anjur et 
al.'OOO and Chechik et al.'l 14 discloses porous polishing pad.
